HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS. PRINCE FAHD BIN ABD AL AZIZ, SECOND 
DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER AND MINISTER OF INTERIOR OF SAUDI 
ARABIA, WILL BE ARRIVING IN WASHINGTON ON JUNE 5 FOR 
OFFICIAL TALKS ON JUNE 6 AND 7. HE WILL BE RECEIVED BY 
PRESIDENT NIXON AND WILL BE MEETING WITH SECRETARY 
KISSINGER, WHO IS ACTING AS HIS HOST, AND WITH OTHER 
SENIOR ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS. THE VISIT, WHICH WAS 
ORIGINALLY SCHEDULED FOR MAY 24 WAS TEMPORARILY POSTPONED 
BECAUSE OF SECRETARY KISSINGER S PROTRACTED PRESENCE IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE MIDDLE EAST. 
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THE PURPOSE OF PRINCE FAHD'S VISIT WILL BE TO DISCUSS WAYS 
TO EXPAND UNITED STATES-SAUDI ARABIAN COOPERATION IN THE 
ECONOMIC, INDUSTRIAL, SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL FIELDS 
AND IN THE AREA OF THE KINGDOM'S DEFENSIVE REQUIREMENTS.
